GUMMER has a way of 

showing up shabbi- 
ness in upholstery and 
hangings. Curtains are 
soon attended to, but even 
loose covers need not scare 
us in these days of straight 
lines and boxy fit. They 
double the life of sprung 
furniture and are a good 
proposition to most of us 
with sewing machine and a 
certain knack. 

First you want to know how 
much material to buy. Look at 
the diagrams to the right and 
you will see the right places to 
lay the tape for two modern 
types of chair. Above these 
readings you must allow turn- 
ings of 1%4in, throughout, or 
2in. in the case of quickfray’ 
fabrics. The three insideseat 
measures also need — tuck-in 
allowance of 6-8in. for slick fit. 


HEAVY texture tweeds 
and coarser weaves 
that tailor well are usually left 
plain at the foot, or tied round 
with tape to givo upholstered 
effect, but pleats or a gathered 
frill require extra material. 
Depths vary from 7-9in. and 
you must take double round the 
chair measure for pleats, or one 
and a half times for a gathered 
frill. 

Piped seams are streets ahead 
of mere joining, especially with 
colour contrast for plain fa- 
brics. Allow an extra yard of 
material and wash and boil 
some Yin, white cord to shrink 
it properly, rinsing and drying 
for use. Left-over bias strips 
of material, cut to Lbain. width 
and joinéd diagonally, make 
suitable casing, carried to LO or 
11 yards in length. Enclose the 
cord and tack in place | ready 
for seaming. 

Trained workers lay their 
material straight on the chair, 
pin, mark and cut it out there 
and then, but it is more simple 
for a novice to snip out a pat- 
tern of each section in smooth 
brown paper, or newspaper will 
do; it is better still if you have 
the old discarded and unpicked 


sections to serve os patterns. 
Seo they are ironed flat for per- 
fect cut. 

When you work from paper 
pattern the centre half-sections 
are, of course, placed to a fold 
in the material, and all dupli- 
cate pieces must be cut on dou- 
ble material to ensure com- 
plementary fit. Pin down the 
material as in dressmaking, If 
interfitting sections aro notched 
on the wrong side it simplifies 
after fitting. 


FRONT. back and centre 

seat, the three largest 

pieces, are fitted and pinned

Starting with the centre 
back, work the material smooth- 
ty down the inner back towards 
the seat and inner arms, 
gradually pinning seams — to- 
gether. The deep tuck-in is 
then disposed of, and the inner 
arm sections are taken. When 
both arms are in place the seat 
is fixed, and then the outer arm 
pieces. Finally the outer back 
is pinned into place. 

All that remain are the 
smaller intersecting — portions 
for the arms and front of the 
chair, and as these are straight 
cut they present few difficulties, 

Dispose oof — any — fullness 
throughout by neat pleats or 
darts in accordance with the 
line of the chair. Darts give 
(he neatest disposal, but they 
require careful planning and 
snipping. Bias cut shoulder 
curves are sometimes dealt with 
by gentle casing and stretching 
if the material lends itself to 
manipulation. 


Fix all darts or mitres before 
attending to seams. Remove 
the pins and tack cach seam 
securely, including ‘“‘tuck-in" 
portions round the seat. Thon 
insert the piping for the outer 
trinimed seams and tack into 
place, Replace the cover for 
fitting on the chair, and remove

TASTY WAYS WITH 


APRICOTS 


RAPEFRUIT is one of the most 

cooling and delicious of frutts, 
and It deserves a more important 
place on the menu than it usually 
recelves, Breakfast eggs and bacon 
scem especially good when the ap- 
petite has been whetted with grape- 
fruit; to have grapefrult at meal 
times Is an enjoyable way of taking: 
those necessary dally vitamins, and 
purifying the blood. 


Grapefruit salad jis a popular 
sweet, Halve the fruit, loosen it with 
a sherp knife, and remove from the 
skin (the centre ond pips also being 
removed.) Add sliges of banana, 
cubes of pincapple, and skinned, 
halved = musentel grapes with — the 
seeds removed. Sweeten the fruit 
and add o little sherry, Lastly, de- 
corate with crystallised cherries and 
Pieces of preserved ginger. Serve 
with cream. 


* Crystallised grapefruit rind is 
good. This is ensily prepared by 
putting the rind in a pan with o 
little water and bolling until it is 
nearly done. Then add granulated 
sugar and allow -to simmer until 
there js on thick syrup. Finally, 
place the rind on « plate ond dry for 
several days. 


A Delictous Marmalade 


Here isa recipe for a delicious 
erapefruit marmalade, Remove the 


tinds from two grapefrults and three 
lemons, and grate them. When you 
have taken out the seeds, cut the 
fruit In small shreds. Leave the 
fruit and grated rinds to soak all 
night with enough water to cover, 
Add one pound of sugar to each 
pound of fruit, then add the juice, 
and boil until thick, which should 
be the case after two hours. 


Grapefruit and jelly sponge is a 
novel sweet.

dreaded scourges of the East, 
has struck again at Hongkong. 
This time, although it can 
scarcely be said to have reached 
epideme ‘proportions as yet, 
there is one European — victim 
already and another suspected 
of having contracted the disease 
—from swimming in Hongkong 
harbour, So that iy another thing 
to remember in guarding against 
infection: don’t swim in dirty 
water. There are more rules, 
too, and they have been dinned 
into the cars of the public until 
the essentials are surely remem- 
bered. Actually, the use of 
om’sy common sense, plus the 
ordinary precautions recom- 
mended, such as inoculation, 
provide reasonable — security. 
Clean food, clean water, clean 
body; the avoidance of over- 
indulgence and plenty of rest: 
these are the sane man’s safe- 
guards against all’ forms of ill- 
ness, cholera among them. 
Medical opinion maintains that 
iv is dangerous to swim in the 
harbour of Hongkong, the reason 
being that refuse of all sorts is 
thrown or washed into the water. 
This warning should be taken to 
heart. It might be advisable, in 
fact, to go farther. Thousands 
of Chinese—particularly . little 
boys—swim off the steps along 
the Praya and around the scores 
of anchored junks in water 
which only a glance should tell 
them igs filthy. But if they are

Former Puisne Judge 
| Of Hongkong

Amongst the numerous civil 
servants who have held posts in 
this part of the Far East, is one 
whose name was very familtar 
to Hongkong residents of forty 
or more years ago. He was Mr. 
(ater Sir) Edward James 
Ackroyd, and whilat not, 
perhaps, an outstanding  per- 
sonality, yet he was greatly 
esteemed for his lengthy period 
of conscientious service to the 
Colony during the closing de- 
cades of the last century. 

Sir Edward James Ackroyd 
was born in England in the year 
1888. He was the third son of 
Robert Ackroyd, Esq. of Her 
Majesty's Civil Service, and like 
his father devoted his entire life 
to the service of the British 


His first appointment was 
that of a Clerk in the Registry 
of the Supreme Court of the 
island of Mauritius, At the 
time he was very young—barely 
fifteen years of age—but he was 
such an industrious youth that 
his further promotion was com- 
paratively rapid. When he was 
21, he was elevated to the post 
of Clerk to the first Puisne 
Judge, and later at 24, became 
Chief Clerk in the Registry of 
the Supreme Court of that 
Colony. 


Enthusiasm For Law 


His clerical work in the Re- 
gistry inspired in him a great 
interest in the law as a profes- 
sion, and therefore he com- 
menced assiduously to prepare 
himself for the avocation of a 
barrister. Eventually, he suc- 
ceeded, and in June 1872, was 
called lo thy Bar of the Middle 
Temple. He did not, ‘however, 
desert his career in the Civil 
Service as was perhaps his first 
intention, but employed his 
newly acquired legal standing in 
order to enhance further pro- 
motion. In this, he was at once 
successful, and - in August 
1878, served as Acting District 
and Stipendiary Magistrate of 
Riviere du Mempart in 
Muuritius, ‘ 

His name first appears in the 
chronicles of Hongkong in the 
year 1882, when he was e¢s- 
pecially selected and sent out 
from Home to serve as Re- 
gistrar of the local Supreme 
Court . He arrived in the Colony 
on February 27, and wag duly 
gazetted the following day. His 
many years of experience in a 
kindred post whilst in Mauritius 


while it seemed that _sufficient 
had been done in this regard to 
control the situation. But re- 
ports from Swatow indicate that 
a cholera epidemic of really 
serious proportions is raging 
there, with as many as 600 cases 
in a week, and that hundreds of 
refugees from this infected port 
are swarming into steamers and 
coming to-Hongkong. Some- 
how one feels that the examina- 
tion and inoculation of these 
people is not enough to ensure 
that they will not carry disease 
ashore with them. Encyclopoe- 
dic authorities advise that 
“Travellers should be kept under 
inspection” in combatting 
cholera, Just what is meant 
is not clear; but it would seom 
that, for a brief period after 
their arrival here, | travellers 
from — plague-stricken — arena 
should -be segregated If possible. 

There is one more thing for 
the public to remembor about 
cholera. Any gastric disturb- 
ance may act as a predisposing 
factor, and even undue alarm 


might therefore indirectly cause 
an attack.

Fear Of Bombing - 
Speeds Exodus 


Hankow, June 28. 

With the general belief prevailing 
here that Hankew, Wuehang and 
Hanyang will be heavily bombed, 
perhnps even more severely than 
Canton, [In the near future, the work 
of evacuation of women and children 
and wounded soldiers from Wuhan 
cities continucs on a large scale. 

While the Government authoritles 
tire doing, everything in thetr power 
to evacunte es many os posslbic, the 
tusk is extremely diMecult. 

It Is estimated that in the grenter 
Wuhan area, which Includes 
Wucheng, Hankow and Hanyang, 
there ts now a population of more 
than 2,000,000. 

With limited transportation facill- 
ties, the authorities are able to 
evacuate unly 8,000) persons daily 
and It will take them six weeks to 
complete total evacuation, 

It ds realised of course that many 
bersona will not evacuate, because of 
the property they own tn these cities 
er of thelr business interests and 
many cannol evacuate because they 
do not possess the means to do so. 

From Tlankow, however, all 
sleamers, (rains, planes and = motor 
buses are booked to caupueity and be- 
cause oof the great diMeulty in 
obtaining transportation by train and 
steamer, many refugees unre having 
to evacuate the city west to lehang. 


SPECIAL STATION 

For this reason the Hupeh  pro- 
vinclal authorities have established in 
special station ot Iebang to care for 
the refugees as they arrive, 

The flooding of parts of the high- 
way between Wuchang and Chang- 
sho ois considerably affecting — the

— The 
military aerodrome outside Hankow, 
however, and Hankow station on the 
Pelping-Hankeow railway may be 
subjected to heavy bombings. Wu- 
chang is expected to sufer most as 
many Chinese military, Government 
and Kuomintang offices are located 
in this area, 

Furthermore the Japanese = mny 
Wish to destroy the Wuchang sec- 
tlon of the Canton-Hankow railway 
in order to halt men and supplies 
fiom reaching Hankow and at the 
sume time stop any withdrawal from 
Hankow to the south.

CHUNGKING CROWDS ' 

The populatton of Chungking ines 
reached a new all time high record 
ns a result of an unprecedented In- 
flux of refugees from Ichang and 
Hankow, 

Thousands urrived tm foreign and 
Chinese steamers during the week- 
end from Ichang, where some thou- 
sands of people are still awaiting 
t.ansport up river, 

Congestion within the clty is 60 
arent that many Chinese passengers 
are still aboard the steamers, being 
unable to find accommodation. 

Rents are soaring sky-high, cnaus- 
Ing intense — suffering. The city 
council recently discussed the poss!- 
bility of Mmiting rentals, but the 
subject was dropped after considera- 
tlon, 

In an effort to relieve the conges-, 
tion, the authoritles some time any 
advised all those able to quit the 
clty to live in the surrounding coun- 
try, since the clty presents a most 
vulnerable ‘target for bombing raids, 
being situated on a rocky peninsuln, 
with water on three sides and only 
two roads to provide an exit from 
the city on the fourth side. 

The populace, however, was luted 
by thelr long immunity and at pre- 
sent prefer to remain within fami- 
liar surroundings. 

The strects of the city are dally 
thronged by many newcomers, who 
can ensily be distinguished by their 
blue: gowns and the short Szechuen- 
ese by thelr complexions, height and

His League record in Hongkong 
was an impressive one. On several 
occasions he performed the “hat- 
trick” and times without number he 


j saved his side from collapse with his 


Frank Pereira 
. one of nature’s gentlemen. 


advised by his doctors not to spend 
another summer in Hongkong, he 
resigned from his position in the 
South China: Morning Post, Ltd., at 
the beginning of 1937, and with his 
wife and two children sailed for his 
native Ceylon. 

The hoped-for recovery failed to 
materlalise and he sank slowly until 
he passed away on June 14. It was 
n hopeless fight. 

Pereira spent approximately six 
years in Hongkong and during his 
sojourn here he made a wide circle 
of friends, with oll of whom he was 
very popular, A natural fast bowler, 
he was keenest on cricket and joined 
the Indian R.C. Before his arrival 
the Sookunpoo cricket team had got 
very close to but had never succeeded 
in winning the First Division cham- 
plonship. With his advent Sookun- 
poo cricket began te look up, and for 
two years in succession, {n the 1930- 
31 and 1931-32 seasons, the Indians 
carried off the championships of both 
divisions. The great part which he 
played can be gauged by the fact 
that in both these seasons, he headed 


vigorous batting. His best League 
performance wee~the taking of ten 
wickets for six runs. against the 
Hongkong University at Pokfulam 
some yeurs ago. 

He did not mect with outstanding 
success In the Interport serics. He 
played for Hongkong against Sheng- 
hal in 1931, against Malaya in 1933 
and against Shanghai up north in 
1934. 

Percira's sporting activities were 
not confined only to cricket: he was 
ulso a useful tennis player. He 
turned out regularly for the Indian 
R.C. in the “A” Division of the 
League. He participated in the 
Colony championships a couple of 
times. 

Apart from his prowess in the field 
of sport, Frank .was well-known 
locally as a cricket scribe. Writing 
under the nom-de-plume of “Leg 
Break,” his opinion was always 
respected and many were his vivid 
descriptions of matches played in the 
Colony. He was one of the greatest 
advocates of playing home and away 
matches in the local Cricket League. 

NATURE’S GENTLEMAN 


During Percira's sojourn in the 
Colony, I had the honour of shar- 
ing in many of his activitles on and 
off the field of sport. I always found 
him—and ,I am sure everyone clse 
did as well—to be one of nature's 
gentlemen. He always won grace- 
fully and, what is more important, 
he could lose equally well. , 

His wide circle of friends in, 
Hongkong, especially his old club- 
mates and colleagues, will regret his 
death and their deepest symputhies 
are extended to his widow (nee 
Laila Kader) and children in their 
great bercavement.

In England’s Team _

After the somewhat depressing 
third day the events of yesterday's 
play in the second Test Match come 
nan rellef to the supporters of Eng- 
land. The pressure of time prevents 
any close annlysls—and I have not 
been oble to Hsten in to the ball by 
ball account. Thus I have to work 
upon two vague gencralisationa, ono 
that the wicket appeared to be damp 
but grew ensicr towards the ‘end of 
the English Innings: ond the other, 
that there were a lot of dropped 
catches, This Intter statement, if 
correct, may be af prent moment tn 
trying to sum up the fluctuatlons of 


the fame, but so far I have only been 
able to locate one definite miss, when 
Wright missed McCabe off Farnes. It 
was hard luck on the fast bowler, but 
it docs not seem ‘to have made much 
difference to the game. 


THREE USEFUL KNOCKS 


The English Innings 
whole very reassuring. Though the 
wicket wns not casy, and though 
Ames, Hammond, (who was injured), 
Barnett, Hutton and Edrich did not 
make very many between them, 
Compton and that marvellously con- 
alstent left-hander Paynter both play- 
ed most useful innings, while at the 
end England could give the Aus- 
trallans a Wellard for thelr O'Reilly.

REFLECTIONS 


The brightest thing that emerges 
on consideration of this match, taken 
in conjunction with the former, is 
that England scem to have more or 
jess settled their eleven. Barring in- 
juries, it scems unllkely that there 
will be more than two alterations, a 
batsman and a bowler, the latter be-

American, has brought out a large, 


expensive and ingenious book to | 


Prove that the poor old gentleman 
never deserved to bo hanged at all. 

Indeed, Mr. Viereck’s main trend of 
argument is that, considcring his atro- 
cious upbringing, entournge of syco- 
phante and gencral bad luck, the pro- 
sent resident of Doorn ts not such o 
bad old scout after all. 

Mr, Vierceck does all this by means 
of ® most elaborate mechanism of 
seeming impfrtiality. His book is 
called Tho Kaiser on Trial (Duck- 
worth, 215.), nnd its scheme is this: 

A trial of William is conducted 
before Nvo judges and a jury. Prose 
cutor and counsel for the defence 
call witnesses, alive and dead—in- 
cluding tho ex-All Highcest—nnd, 
nf{ter describing thelr cvidernco a 
litue, Mr, Viereck rewrites the hin 
tory of their relations with the 
Kalser. 


In this procesn he ts notleeably 
Partiol and unfatr. 

All the horrors are dmgged out 
and shown to us jn the most glaring 
Mmelight. The chapter about Holstein 
Unventor of the Schnitzel which benra 
his name, by the way) 19 called " The 
Mon with the Hyenn Eyca,” 

Eulenburg becomes "The Jeckyll and 
Hyde of the Imperial Court,” and von 
Bulow “the Chancellor with tbe 
Serpent's Tongue.” 

The comments on these personagen 
aro just as highly scasoned on you 
would expect from such sllly chapter 
hendings. 

Wretched William is betrayed agnin 
and again by his immediate ndvisern 
and closest {riends, misled and duped 
by wicked forelgners, although he is 
the friend of pence—the most trusting 
of allmen, If you were vulgar enough 
and I am—you would consider his 
portrait by Mr. Viercck that of o 
Sucker among Emperors. 

Actually, of course, William was 
very gifted, very hendstrong and very 
badly served.

“By the present month of thif year 
the total strength of the two divi- 
sions had risen to 43,000.

. Epidemic 
At Swatow. 


2,000 Refugees Have 
Now Arrived 


A denial that there is a serious 
epldemic of cholera in Amoy and 
Swatow was made by  passengera 
from those ports who reached Hong 
kong last night on the Douglas atcam- 
er Selstan. : 

Tho ship carried 600 refugees from 
Swatow, moking the total: influx of 
refugees Into the Colony from that 
port in the last two days to nearly 
2,000, 

Passengers stated that all was quict 
nt Swatow but nearly 80 per cent. of 
the shops jn the city were closed. 

The Selstan was in port Inst Satur- 
day and Sunday and there was no 
fighting. 


CHENGCHOW A CITY OF 
REFUGEES 


Chengchow, June 29. 

Chengchow, Important junction of 
the Lunghai, Railway and the Pel- 
ping-Hankow Railway, which has 
been spared ‘a Japanese invasion os a 
result of the Yellow River flood, is 
now oa city of refugees. 

Streams of refugees continue to 
arrive from Kalfeng, Chungmow and 
other polnts along the Lunghai, Ilne, 
Changyunn, Fengchiu, Anyang, Wel- 
hwel, Wenhsicn and Menghsien on 
the north bank of the Yellow 
River, and flooded districts in east 
Honan, 

Hungry ond haggard, these victims 
of war ond flood are swarming the 
streets. Without shelter most of 
thern sleep in the streets. 

The government authorities are 
devising; measures to relieve and dis- 
perse them.—Central News.

Jerusalem, June 28. 

A curfew has been proclaimed 
from 8 p.m, each night, following 
a demonstration, which lasted 
throughout tho day, against the 
death sentence passed by the 
Miltary Court af Haifa on a 
young Jew convicted of terrorist 
activities,

Jews, Including women, wero 
slightly injured during the de- 
monstrations fn the evening, 
when pollce were forced: to 
charge with batons and disperse 
the crowds—~Reuter. 

Trans-Ocean adds that the Jew

Jacob Josef Schlomo, wns to have 
fuced the firing squad yesterday. 
The Rabbi Hertzog has despatched 
telegrapms to Jews throughout the 
world, directing that prayers should 
be offered for the condemned man.

A scmi-official Note was issued 
by the Insurgent Government to- 
day with reference to the bomb- 
ing of ships in Spanish ports. 

The Note alleges that 
opponents of Insurgent Spain in 
Great Britain are making use of 
the acrial attacks on British 
ships to misrepresent the facts 
by attempting to make it appear 
that Insurgent acroplanes have 
singled out British ships.as their 


targets. 

“It is certainly not the intention 
of the Nationalist Spanish Govern- 
ment to occasion any loss or dumage 
to the British nation, which Natlon- 
alist Spain esteems very highly,” the 
Note declares. 

“It must be understood, however, 
that those objects in enemy har- 
bours which are a most kmpostant 
source of military cqulpment to the 
Republican Spanish. Government 
cannot be spared, 


Transporting Arms? 


“If forcign ships are, damaged 
while delivering consignments, it 
must be ascribed to the fact that they 
were transporting arms, which un- 
doubtedly made them military ob- 
dectlves.” 

Most of these ships, the Note gocs 
on to sny, are in the service of pri- 
vate shipping companies, which 
could only be referred to ag pirate 
companies and have no right to fly 
the British flag, which they are using 
to camouflage thelr real trade. 

“Under these circumstances, bomb 
nttacks ore purely acts of self-de- 
fence, and ships ‘are attacked not be- 
cause they are flying the British flag, 
but becruse they abuse thot flag, and 
carry on their piratles! trade In spite 
of all warnings — to — desist."—

NANCHANG

dropping 200 bombs, 


‘Shortly after noon 18- Jnpanese 
aircraft appeared over Nanchang. 
Chinese pursuits took to the alr to 
challenge them. The rulders emptied 
their bomb racks on the castern 
suburbs) and hurriedly departed, 
Over 100 bombs were dumped. 


About 10 minutes later another 
squadron of Japancse plancs came 
and rained more bombs in the 
eastern suburbs, whilst 12: other 
enemy machines were intercepted by 
the Chinese, pursuit craft and turned 
back without reaching Nanchang. 

It is ascertained that over 30 
peasants were cither killed or mai~ 
med and hundreds of houscs were 
blown to pieces, 

Chion was raided by nine Japunese 
plones at 1.15 p.m, and Hukow by 
six planes at'3 p.m. Bombs were 
dropped in the suburbs at both 
places. The extent of damnge 
has not yet been ascertaincd.—-
